Some of 
the federation officials waited upon 
Dunn, chief of the Chinese Bureau, 
and complained that the letter and 
spirit of both the Alien Labor w 
and the Chinese Exclusion Act were 
being violated at the Pacific Mall 
dock, where the alien crew of the 
Coptic had been in the places of the 
stevedores, who quit work last Tues- 
day. Dunn wired for inetructions to 
the Treasury Department, and the 
Bureau of Labor at Washington, and 
today his orders came from both de- 
partments to see that the laws were 
respected. Labor Commissioner Pow- 
derly and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Taylor sent the messages. 

In discussing the matter today, Durn 
said: “It should be plainly under- 
stood that the Federal government 
does not desire to interfere in the 
labor situation or take sides in the 
dispute. It is a violation of the regu- 
lations to have Chinese working on 
the docks when they are not entitled 
to land, and they should be confined 
to the ship. If the instructions to 
stop them from handling freight on 
the dock had not been obeyed, I 
should have had no alternative but 
to order the arrest of the Chinese, or 
those under whose direction they 
worked.”

INDIAN WAR DEBTS PAID. 
CALIFORNIA WILL NOW ACT. 
(BY, THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—After a 
lapse of nearly half a century J. A. 
Reis, A. 8. Baldwin and M. H. Mead 
are to get back the money loaned to 
the State for the purvose of carrying 
on an Indian war. Such is the effect 
of a decision of the Supreme Court to- 
day which ends litigation extending 
since 1856. 


According to an act of the Legisla- | 


ture passed on May 3, 8512, and known 
as the “Indian War Bond Loan,” the 
State borrowed nearly $1,000,000 to con- 
duct campaiens against Indians in the 
northern counties. 

In 1854 Congress appropriated 38924. 
259 to pay off the loan. In 1856 it was 
found that the State owed in principal 
and interest $1,180,043. It was then 
contended on the part of the State 
that as the Congressional appropria- 
tion had been exhausted the rest of 
the debt would have to go unpaid. 
This contention was not favorably en- 
tertained by the creditors and litiga- 
tion was commenced. 

Some of the claimants have lost their 
money by reason of legal technicalities 
and c thers have kept up the fight. 
Reis gets about $35,000 and the other 
two get about the same amount. Ac- 
cording to the original act, interest for 
only ten years can be collected. Al- 
though the money was for the most 
part loaned at 12 per cent., the in- 
vestment was hardly a good one, as 
the funds have been lying dormant 
for about fortv years.

tea fountain business of Chinatown. 

Up along Spring street and Broad- 
way, people are seen sitting on high 
with 
foaming drinks tipped up to their lips. 
Down in the quaint streets over which 
floats the dragon flag, the population 
ie pouring down liquid; but the Chi- 
nese squat on little benches under the 
shades of their balconies and drink 
from big bowls. their soda 
water tea,

On tables along the narrow side- 
walks of Chinatown sit big black jars 

cold tea, wrapped around with wet 
napkins. It ig more than the average 
Chinaman can do to go by. one of these 
cool jars without 1 and some- 
times there is a blockade before the 
tea fountain. 

On the same tables sit dishes of cool 
custard-like cheese, excellent for the 
thirst, you are assured, and next is a 
mysterioug hot-weather dainty, that 
looks like gelatine pudding darkened 
with coffee, which surpasses even the 
tea in popularity. W some one 
wants a bow! full, the proprietor cuts 
it down with a many-fingered spoon 
that shreds the pudding, serves it 
up with a dark syrup. This mess the 
Celes mas up with his porcelain 
ladel, and drinks down with relish. 
JOHN HAS LEARNED TO LIKE 

POP. 

It looks about as good for the thirst 
as our own thick ice cream, but the 
Chinaman asks for nothing better, and 
tastes cannot be disputed. Besides 
thirst-slaͤkers from the Orient, the 
American bottled soda has invaded 
Chinatown. In front of the little 
stores are buckets of water, in which 
bottle of the many-flavored “soda 
pop” sit cooling, and enticing the wee 
pig-taliled boys to part from their 
nickels. 

Perhaps the most turesque corner 
of the city during hot weather is 
Sonoratown. There the watermelon 
does duty for soda. The long, striped 
‘“sandia” is the comforter that parts 
the Mexican from all his cares dur- 
ing the heated months. Run a melon 
s.and on San Fernando street during 
the summer, and get rich! 


PATIOS, WE STILL HAVE. 


begins to edge across the crumbling 
pueblo, shutters swing open, and the 
siexican families come Out to settle 
themselves on the sidewalk to gossip 
away the last hours of the day. An 
atmosphere of dreams still imbues this 
remnant of the first Los Angeles. 
When the sun was at its height, the 
swarthy folk were behind in their court 
ards, under the vine and the fig tree. 
or there are still quaint shady patios 
scattered among the adobes of our 
Mexican quarter, though all this is 
generally believed to have 
away. But when it grows cool it is 
good ot get out in front and gossip. 
and the picturesqueness of the past 1 
not all gone. 

People of warm countries seem to 
adapt themselves more closely to na- 
ture than we who claim to live in the 
“temperate” clime of the most of the 
United States. The white population 
of Los Angeles eats about the same 
things all the year round. embracing 
all the new articles that come into 
market, but dropping none of the 
staples. The Mexican lives according 
to the season. He almost ceases to 
eat meat during the summer, and the 
Sonoratown butcher comes near to the 
starving point. 

NO TENEMENT HORRORS. 

In California summer is robbed of 
its sting, for there are no tenement- 
houses in our cities. In Los Angeles 
there are no real slums.“ We have 
our district, and it is not a 
small one; but there are no deaths 


there from heat. 

The most d ly-populated district 
of the city Hes between First street 
and Macy street, Main street and the 
river. But here every family own; 
its home, and every home has its 
back yard, its veranda, and its little 
garden. e small frame houses ary 
hot during the day time, and there is 
hard work and poverty in them: but 
the moment night falls the air turns 
cool and every family sits out On its 
front porch to enjoy nature. In com- 
parison with summer life in the poor 
districts of eastern cities, the same 
— in Los Angeles is a country out- 
ng. 


MELONS CLIMB THE STEPS. 

Many of the industrious among these 
people even raise their own garden 
truck right in this “crowded” part of 
the city. Down on Howard street 
there is an interesting French and 
Italian colony that puts the disad- 
vantages of the city at naught. Every 
little house has a garden of summer 
vegetables in front. Melons climb the 
ateps, corn grows almost to the eaves. 
And this is the nearest we come to 
tenement- houses. 
Down here, instead of the water- 
melon stands of Sonoratown, are the 
watermelon wagons. Hardly an hour 
passes of a summer day that the long, 
refreshing cry of the vendor, Water- 
mel-ons! does not come down the 
narrow streets. And here the hokey- 
pokey men of all nationalities ply 
their trade to greatest advantare. 
As a result of this open-air life there 
are few sickly children, even in the 
squallf cottages. It is wonderful how 
summer changes the habits and ap- 
pearance of every class of soctetv. No 
one is as restrained as during the 
bracing months; proprieties seem to 
take a vacation. Chinatown. whose 
inner ways are usually so hari to 
penetrate, is wide open now that th> 
sun is hot. Things that your eye 
never caught there before. passoge« 
that vou never saw, are all open to 
the public gaze. Quaint characters In 
Sonoratown, whom you did not know 
existed. are drawn forth by the heat. 
Tt is the time to see the inner life of 
a city: to witness the real self of each 
class, and each. individual.

The average rent of ama house 
in the suburbs of Manila, suitable for 
a family of four or five persons, is 
now about $100 per month.

SOUGHT BY AMERICANS. 


‘PROF TREADWELL INTERESTED IN 
A VAST ENTERPRISE. 


_ Eleven Hundred Square Miles of Gold, 
Silver, Copper and Platinum Bearing 
Lends to Be Secured—French Capital 
‘Also Invested. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK. Aug. 2.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Arrangements were com- 
pleted at the Waldorf-Astoria this 
week for the development on a vast 
scale by American and French capita! 
and engineers of 1100 square miles of 
gold, silver, copper and platinum- 
bearing mineral lands in the South 

TWral Mountains, Russia. The tract is 
on the railroad leading from St. Pet- 
ersburg to Irkutsk, near the latter 
place, and has been reserved as crown 
mineral lands by the Czar's govern- 
ment. 

The parties appearing in the trans- 
action at the Waldorf-Astoria were 
Prof. George A. Treadwell, living at 
the Waldorf, and the friends of paul 
Annasaff, one of the builders and at 
present an associate manager of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway. The (Czar 
himself has taken a keen interest in 
the negotiations, as the development 
of the imperial mineral tract is ex- 
pected to have important bearing on 
mining enterprises throughout the 
Russian empire. 

Treadwell said today: Under the 
terms of the contract we are to pay 
800,000 in cash for the concession, and 
Stax of 4 per cent. on all the gold 
Woduced.

Later even such a staunch 
union man and firm believer in west- 
ern growth as fearless old Tom Ben- 
ton of Missouri thought that it would 
be folly to try to extend the national 
limits westward of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. In 1830 our then best known 
man of letters and historian, Wash- 


to come the country upon which we 
now stand would be inhabited simply 
by roving tribes of nomads. : 

MAKING NEW STATES. 

The mental attitude of all these good 
people need not surprise anybody. 
There was nothing in the past by which 
to judge either the task before this 
country, or the way in which that task 
was to be done. As Lowell finally 
said, on this continent we have made 
new States, as Old-World men pitch 
tents. Even the most farseeing Ftates- 
men, those most gifted with the imag- 
ination needed by really great states- 
men, could not at first grasp what the 
process really meant. Slowly and with 
incredible labor the backwoodsmen /of 
the old colonies hewed their way 
through the dense forests from the 
tide-water region to the crests of the 
Alleghenies. But by the time the 
Alleghenles were reached, about at 
the moment when our national life be- 
gan, the movement had gained won- 
derful momentum. Thenceforward it 
advanced by leaps and bounds, and 
the frontier pushed westward across 
the continent, with ever increasing 
rapidity, until the day came when it 
vanished entirely. Our greatest states. 
men have always been those who be- 
lieved in the nation; who had faith in 
the power of our people to spread until 
they should become the mightiest 
among the peoples of the world. 

Under any governmental system 
which was known to Europe, the prob- 
lem offered by the westward thrust, 
across a continent, of so masterful and 
liberty-loving a race as ours would 
have been insoluble. The great civ- 
and colonising races of an- 
tiquity,” the Greeke and the Romans, 
had been utterly unable to devise a 
scheme under which when their race 
Spread it might be possible to 
verve both national unity and local 
and individual freedom. Whena Hel- 
lente or Latin city sent off a colony, 
one of two things happened. Either 
the colony was kept in political sub- 
jection to the city or state of which it 
was an Offshoot; or else it became a 
wholly independent and alien, and often 
a hostile, nation. Both systems were 
fraught with disaster. With the 
Greeks, race unity was egacrificed to 
local independence, and as a result. 
the Greek world became the easy prey 
of foreign conquerors. The Romans 
kept national unity, but only by means 
of a crushing centralized despotism. 

When the modern world entered 
upon the marvelous era of expansion, 
which began with the discoveries of 
Columbus, the nations were able to 
devise no new plan. All E great 
coloniai wers. €nglan France, 
Spain. Portugal, Holland and Russia, 
managed their colonies primarily in 
the interest of their home country. 
Some did better than others— England. 
for instance, did far better than Spain— 
but in no case were the _ colonists 
treated as citizens of equal rights in a 
rommeon country. Our ancestors, who 
were at once the strongest and the 
magst liberty-loving among all the peo- 
ples who had been thrust out into new 
continents, were the first to revolt 
against this system; and the lesson 
taught by their success hag been thor- 
oughly learned. | 

In applying the new principles to 
our conditions, we have found the 
Federal Constitution a nearly perfect 
instrument. The system of a closely- 
knit ard indestructible union of free 
commonwealths has enabled us to do 
what neither Greek nor Roman, in 
their greatest days, could do. We 
have preserved the complete unity of 
an exnanding race without impairing 
im the slightest degree the liberty of 
the individual. When, in a given lo- 
cality, the settlers became sufficiently 
numerous, they were admitted to 
Statehood, and thenceforward shared 
all the rights and all the duties of 
the citizens of the older States. As 
with Columbus and the egg, the ex- 
pedient seems obvious enough 
adays; but, then it was so novel that 
a couple of generations had to pass 
before we ourselves thoroughly 
grasped all its features. At last we 
grew to accept as axiomatic, the two 
facts of national union and local and 
personal freedom. As whatever is ax- 
iomatic seems commonplace, we now 
tend to accept what hag been accom- 
plished as a mere matter of course 
incident, of no great moment. The 
very completeness with which the 
vitally important task has been done 
almost blinds us to the extraordinary 
nature of the achievement. 

You, the men of Colorado, and above 
all, the older among those whom 1 
am now addressing, have been engaged 
in doing the great typical work of our 
people. Save only the preservation of 
the Union itself, no other task has 
been so important as the conquest and 
settlement of the West. This conquest 
and settlement has been the stupendous 
feat of our race for the century that 
has just closed. It stands supreme 
among all such feats. The same kind 
of thing has been in Australia and 
Canada, but upon a less important 
scale; while the Russian advance in 
Siberia has been incomparably slower. 
In all the history of mankind there is 
nothing that quite parallels the way in 
which our people have filled a vacant 
continent with self-governing common- 
wealths, knit Into one nation. And of 
all this marvelous history, perhaps the 
most wonderful portion is that which 
deals with the way in which the Pacific 
Coast and the Rocky Mountains were 
settled. 

HARDY PIONEERS’ WORK. 
The men who founded these com- 
munities showed practically by their 
life work that it is indeed the spirit of 
adventure which is the maker of com- 
monweaiths. Their traits of daring 
And hardihood and tron endurance are 
not merely indispensable traits for suc- 
cessful pioneers; they are also 
traits which must go to the make- 
up of every mighty and successful 
people. You and your fathers who built 
up the West did more even than you 
thought, for you shaped thereby the 
destiny of the whole republic, and as a 
necessary corollary profoundly inftu- 
enced the course of events throughout 
the world. More and more as the years 
go by. this republic will find its guid- 
-anece in the thought and action of the 
West, because the conditions of devel- 
opment in the West have steadily

There was scant room for the cow- 
ard and the weakling in the ranks of 
the adventurous frontiersman, the 
pioneer settlers who first broke up the 
wild prairie soil, who first hewed their 
way into the primeval forest; who 
guided their white-topped wagons 
across the endless leagues of Indian- 
hunted desolation, and explored every 
remote mountain chain in the restiess 
quest for metal wealth. Behind them 
came the men who completed the work 
they had roughly begun; who drove the 
great railroad systems over plain and 
desert and mountain pass; who stocked 
the teeming ranches, and under irriga- 
tion saw the bright green of the alfalfa 
and the yellow of the golden stubbe 
supplant the gray of the sage-brush 
desert; who have. built great populous 
cities, cities in which every art and sc. - 
ence of civilization are carried to their 
highest point, on tracts which when 
the nineteenth century had passed its 
meridian were still known only to the 
grim trappers and hunters and the red 
lords of the wilderness with whom they 
waged eternal war. Such is the record 
of which we are so proud. It is a rec- 
ord of men „ho greatly dared and 
greatly did; a record of wanderings 
wider and more dangerous than those 
of the Vikings; a record of endless feats 
of arms, of victory after victory in the 
ceaseless strife waged against wild 
men and wild nature. The winning of 
the West was the great epic feat in the 
history of our race. 

We have then a right to meet today 
in a spirit of just pride in the past. But 
when we pay homage to the hardy, 
grim, resolute men, who, with incredible 
toll and risk laid deep the foundations 
of the civilization that we inherit, let 
us steadily remember that the only 
homage that counts is the homage of 
deeds, not merely of words. It is wll 
to gather here to show that we remem- 
ber what has been done ih the past by 
the western pioneers of cur people, and 
that we glory in the greatness for 
which they prepared the way. But lip 
loyalty. by itself avails very little, 
whether it is expressed concerning a 
nation or an ideal. It would be a sad 
and evil thing for this country if ever 
the day came when we considered the 
great deeds of our forefathers as an ex- 
cuse for our resting slothfully satisfied 
with what has been already done. Onthe 
contrary, they should be an inspirat.on 
and appeal, summoning us to show that 
we, too, have courage and strength; that 
we, too, are ready to dare greatly if the 
need arises; and, above all, that we are 
firmly bent upon that steady perform- 
ance of everyday duty which in the 
long run is of such incredible worth 
in the formation of national character. 

The old iron days have gone; the days 
when the weakling died as the penalty 
of inability to hold his own in the rough 
warfare against his surroundings. We 
live in softer times. Let us see to it 
that while we take advantage of every 
gentler and more humanizing tendency 
of the age we yet preserve the iron 
quality which made our forefathers 
and predecessors fit to do the deeds 
they did. 
different expression now, but the qual- 
ity itself remains just as necessary as 
ever. Surely you men of the West, you 
men who with stout heart, cool head 
and ready hand have wrought out your 
own success and built up these great 
new commonwealths; surely you need 
no reminder of the fact that if either 
man or nation wishes to play a great 
part in the world, there must be no 
dallying with the life of lazy ease. In 
the abounding energy and intensity of 
existence in our mighty democratic re- 
public there is small space indeed for 
the idler, for the luxury-loving man 
who prizes. ease more than hard, tri- 
umph-crowned effort. 

We hold work not as a curse, but as a 
blessing, and we regard the idler with 
scornful pity. It would be in the high- 
est degree undesirable that we should 
all work in the same way or at the 
same things, and for the sake of the 
real greatness of the nation we should 
in the fullest and most cordial way ree- 
ognize the fact that some of the most 
needed work must from its very na- 
ture be unremunerative in a material 
sense. Each man must choose 80 far 
as the conditions allow him the path to 
which he is bidden by his own pecullar 
powers and inclinations. But if he is a 
man he must in some way or shape do 
a man’s work. If after making all the 
effort that his strength of body and of 
mind permit, he yet honorably fails, 
why he is still entitled to a certain 
share of respect because he has made 
the effort. But if he does not make the 
effort, or if he makes it half-heartedly 
and recoils from the labor, the risk, or 
the mere irksome monotony of his task, 
why he has forfeited all right to our re- 
spect and has shown himself a mere 
cumberer of the earth’s surface. It ‘is 
not given to us all to succeed, but it is 
given to us all to strive manfully to 
deserve success. 

TRIBUTE TO MANHOOD. 

We need then the iron qualities that 
must go with true manhood. We need 
the positive virtues of resolution, of 
courage, of indomitable will, of power 
to do without shrinking, the rough 
work that must always be done, and to 
persevere through the long days of 
slow progress or of seeming failure 
which always come before any final 
triumph, no matter how brilllant. But 
we need more than these qualities. 
This country cannot afford to have its 
sons less than men; but neither can it 
afford to have them other than good 
men. If courage and strength and in- 
tellect are unaccompanied by the moral 
purpose, the moral sense, they become 
merely forms of expression for 
unscrupulous force and unscrupu- 
lous cunning. If the strong man 
has not in him the lift toward 
lofty things hie strength makes 
him only a curse to himself and to his 
neighbor, All this is true in private life 
and it is no less true in public life. If 
Washington and Lincoln had not had 
in them the whipcord fibre of moral and 
mental strength, the soul that steels it- 
self to endure disaster unshaken and- 
with grim resolve to wrest victory from 
defeat, then the one could not have 
founded, nor the other preserved, our 
mighty Federal Union. The least touch 
of flabbiness, unhealthy softness, in 
either, would have meant ruin for this 
nation, and therefore the downfall of 
the proudest hopes of mankind. But no 
less is it true that had either been in- 
fluenced by self-seeking ambition, by 
callous disregard of others, by con- 
tempt for the moral law, they would 
have dashed us down into the black 
gulf of failure. Woe to all of us if ever 
as a people we grow to condone evil be- 
cause it is successful. We can no more 
afford to lose social and civil decency 
and honesty than we can afford to lose 
the qualities of courage and strength. 
It is the merest truism to say that the 
nation rests upon the individual, upon 
the family; rests upon individual man- 
liness and womanliness, using the 
words in their widest and fullest mean- 
ing. 
To be a good husband or good wife, 
a good neighbor and friend, to be 
hardworking and upright in business 
and social relations, to bring many 
healthy children—to be and to do this, 
is to lay the foundations of good citi- 
zenship as they must be laid. But we 
cannot stop with this. Each of us 
nas not only this duty to himself, his 
‘amily and his neighbors, but his 
duty to the State and to the nation. 
We are in honor bound each to strive 
according to his or her strength to 
bring ever nearer the day when jus- 
tice and wisdom shall obtain in pub- 
lic life as in private life. We cannot 
retain the full measure of our self-re- 
epect if we cannot retain pride in our 
citizenship. For the sake not only of 
ourselves, but of our children and our 
children’s children, we must see that 


this nation stands for strength and 


It will of necessity find a 
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honesty, both at home and abroad. In 
our internal policy we cannot afford 
to rest satisfied until all that the gov- 
ernment can do has been done to se- 
eure fair dealing and equal justice as 
between man and man. In the great 
part which hereafter, whether we will 
or not, we must play in t world at 
large, let us see to it that we neither 
do wrong nor shrink from doing right 
because the right is difficult; that on 
che one hand we inflict no injury, and 
-hat on the other we have a due re- 
gard for the honor and the interest of 
ou mighty nation; and that we keep 
unsullied the renown of the flag which 
beyond all others of the present time 
or of the ages of the past stands for 
ronfident faith in the future welfare 
and greatness of mankind, 


CAPT. M’CLINTOCK’S ADDRESS. 

RFVIFW OF ROTCGH RIDERS. 

In the afternoon the Vice-President 
reviewed the quarto ial pro- 
cession, which included several of his 


former troopers, commanded by Capt. 
McClintock. 

Early in the afternoon was held the 
annual reunion meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Rough Riders. The former cav- 
alrymen were welcomed to Colorado 
Springs by the city’s Mayor, Dr. Rob- 
intron. President McClintock fittingly 
responded, and then delivered his an- 
nual address as follows: 


Pleased am I to greet you again, at 
another reunion of our Regimental As- 
sociation, an association that is de- 
signed to perpetuate among us the 
memories of what has been termed one 
of the most remarkable bodies the na- 
tion has ever known. 

The First United States Volunteer 
Cavalry was among the very first. if, 
indeed, not the first volunteer regiment 
to spring into being after the call to 
arms in the memorable April of 1898. 
It was a race between the several 
squadrons of the organization. My own 
section of troops left Phoenix, Ariz., 
April 27. May 3, 200 men were steam- 
—1 away toward San Antonio from 
Whipple Barracks. May 15 the regi- 
ment was armed and mounted, was 
pronounced fit for duty and ready, and 
wes so reported to headquarters by our 
honored colonel, Leonard Wood. 

That was quick work that would have 
been pronounced impossible in most of 
the armies of the world. Yet, at 
Tampa, the foreign military attachés 
gave more than passing attention to 
this unique military organization, and 
declared it beyond question the fittest 
of the volunteer soldiery they had seen. 
The regiment was highly honored by 
being attached to the first storming 
column against Cuba, and was made 
part of the Fifth Army Corns, which 
was mainly comprised of the regular 
soldiery of the nation. And it is a 
matter of pride with us that the reg- 
ulars made us a of themselves 
and honored us with brotherly counsel, 

ore rn o respect the regular 
as the highest type of soldier on earth. 

Here in reunion you will tell again 
the stories of the tedious sojournings 
at Tampa, waiting for orders that did 
not come, you will recount the inci- 
dents of the voyage to Cuba and the 
varying fortunes that successively 
changed you from “Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders” to “Sammy Young’s Horse Ma- 
rines,” and at last into Wood's Weary 
Walkers.” There is much to talk over 
about the landing at Daiquiri, and the 
unfurling of our regimental flag, the 
first American flag displayed ‘by the 
army on Cuban soil. here was the 
frightful march through the jungle to 
Siboney, the climbing of the hill the 
next mornifig, and then the fight at 
Guasimas, where the over-confident 
Spaniard first learned the worth of 
American foemen, and he learned that 
it was the same whether the Americans 
were white or black, for Young’s Cav- 
alry Brigade had both colors. 

FOUGHT BATTLE EARLY. 

It was hardly six weeks after organ- 
ization, yet a battle was fought and 
won, and on the hillsides were laid out 
the bodies of patriots who had hardly 
mastered the mysteries of “fours 
right.“ It was a glorious yet sad day 
after Guasimas, but the regiment had 
been tried, and its men thenceforward 
were veterans. At Kettle Hill and in 
the trenches before Santiago your con- 
duct was that of soldiers, and not of 
recruits, and it is doubtful if any regi- 
ment did greater execution against 
enemy. Thirty-three per cent. of the 
effective strength of regiment was 
the record of killed or wounded, and 
42 per cent. of the officers. Disease 
seized upon at least nine out of ten. 

Yet in camp or campaign, amid fever 
and privation, you showed fortitude, 
and, at last, at Montauk, when mus- 
tered out, you cheerfully started for 
your homes, as content to take up the 
burdens of citizenship as you had been 
to spring to arms for the honor of your 
country. This record is good. The 
regiment has done its part as a maker 
of honorable history. 

It is well to look back along the three 
years that have gone? What of our 
leaders. Our corps commander, Gen. 
William R. Shafter, has just been re- 
tired in honorable old age, and has been 
succeeded in the command of the De- 
partment of California by our old and 
esteemed general of brigade, Sammy 
Young. Also retired as a veteran in the 
service of the Union is our division 
commander, old Confederate, yet 
stanch patriot and bravest of soldiers, 
little Fighting Joe Wheeler. 

And then there ts one who started us 
on the right road, who worked day and 
night with a mental power and physical 
endurance such as few men possess, 
who drilled and equipped us, who 
jacked us up on many occasions, and 
praised us at few and well-remembered 
times, who led us serenely through the 
dust of San Antonio and the sand of 
Tampa, and in the mud of Siboney, and 
in the bullet hail of Guasimas. He now 
wears the double stars of a major-gen- 
eral, and his is the hand that is guiding 
unhappy Cuba into the pathway that 
leads to prosperity and independence. 
Comrades, in the annals of American 
history there are few names as worthy 
as that of Leonard Wood. 

TRIBUTE TO ROOSEVELT. 

Again, there is one whose name best 
is associated with the ‘regiment, and 
without whose patriotic zeal and un- 
tiring industry the equipment of the 
command must have been long de- 
layed, who procured for us the Krag 
and not the Springfield, who threw up 
high «nd honorable office, to don the 
khaki of a volunteer soldier: who

AND AMERICAN LIFE. 


VIL—FUTURE OF POETRY IN THE 
UNITED STATES.

HE traveler in the United States, 


reading the daily papers, usually 
receives the impression that there 
are three things which the American 
people consider extremely humorous— 
the mother-in-law, the poet and death. 
An allusion to the arrogance of the 
mother-in-law is supposed to awaken 
laughter in the very gizzard of dull- 
ness. The poet, in the little jocular 
conversations that heip to fill the 
“funny” column, is always represented 
with fringed cuffs and frayed trousers 
trying to sell reams of verse to a tor- 
tured but witty editor. As to the 
“spring poet,“ he is the clown in the 
circus of the year—the hapless Pierrot, 
the butt of afl other human creatures. 
And how delicious are the jokes flung 
at the maidservant, who is burned to 
death by kerosene, or the small child 
whose career is ended by the green ap- 
ple of the summer! 
flings at the poet have become a 
comic convention. There are those who 
hold that this habitual! frivolity of al- 
lusion lowers the standard of our peo- 
ple and causes us to treat our moth- 
ers-in-law irreverently, to underrate 
the mission of the poet and to regard 
death, with amusement—and that, if 
poetry—which has always represented 
the best in life—be ridiculed there is 
no hope for the people who ridicule. 
This view is not well considered. 
These jests simply show the shallow- 
ness of the average American se of 
humor rather than essential olity. 
The average American must know his 
joke well before he really enjoys it, 
and so the hard-worked paragrapher is 


.terial. There is no other explanation 
of a phenomenon which, superficially 
taken, reflects little credit on the 
American people of the United States. 


LONGFELLOW, THE ONE GREAT 
POET. 


It is true that America has only one 
poet who might be called “national.” 
This is Longfellow. Whittier and 
Holmes and Emerson are talked of, 
but Longfellow is the only poet of 
whom every high-school boy would 
think during an examination on Amer- 
ican poetry—and this is a very good 
test. There is a small sect that would 
name Walt Whitman, and in the South 
the more cultured would cry out for 
Sydney Lanier and the less cultured 
for Father Ryan, but if a vote of the 
people were taken Longfellow would be 
found to stand at the head of the bal- 
lot. Joaquin Miller had his day; he 
was acclaimed in England just as 
Walt Whitman and Bret Harte and, 
Gertrude Atherton are acclaimed; but 
they are thought to be ro character- 
istic,” because the English, like the 
French, prefer to think of us as crude, 
untrained creatures—links between the 
redskins of Cooper and the civilized of 
Europe. Longfellow is still loved, stin 
read, but he has ceased to have con- 
scious imitators. The same thing may 
be said of Tennyson, of Swinburne, of 
William Morris, of Rossetti In Eng- 
land. England is trying hard to 2 
duce a new poet, while America does 
not try: she is not sure that she wants 
one. When he comes she will probably 
not know him at once. but, by and by, 
he will enter her heart as Longfellow 
did. and then he will rest. The author 
of Tre Men with the Hoe” !s not this 
poet, but when he appealed to the 
hearts of the people he met with such 
a response as shows that the spirit of 
poetry is in them. 

In England William Watson and 
Francis Thompson and Stephen Phil- 
lips have ben almost smothered in 
roses, and they are poets; but the 
Spirit of competition in commercial 
England is so strong that they must 
be marked “great” in comparison with 
the dead in Westminster Abbey or 
they lose importance. The world has 
not accepted them as ‘great’’—conse- 
quently the Enelish reviewers are 
stretching their necks for the sight of 
coming giants. 

WHY THE WORLD LISTENS TO 
KIPLING. 

Kipling? Kipling represents the new 
school, which has departed from clas- 
sic traditions. Kipling’s methods are 
very new—but no newer or more 
shocking to the elder taste than Tenny- 
son's were when he dawned as a new 
light on men, in their youth, like our 
own Stedman. 

Some years ago Stedman, who had 
already told us how Tennyson flashed 
upon the yourg as a new meteor, wrote 
the phrase “twilight of the poets.” We 
are still in that twilight, but much 
nearer the rising of the moon than we 
were then. Kipling. who knows, at 
least, how to sing, and who has dis- 
covered that poetry must be of its own 
time. has taught us that verse must 
te addressed to the ear and not to the 
eye. The failure of most of the poets, 
who look-on Kipling as a rather coarse 
person, is that they think of the eve 
rather than the ear. “How sweetly 
pretty will those liner on the ‘Dawn’ 
look in the mag?zine! They have quite 
the air of one of Petrarch's sonnets!” 
It is forgotten that the end of old 
Petrarch’s fine Italian art was to make 
his sonnets musical—they are a succes- 
sion of fourteen sounds—sonnettl. 


THE CRITICS AND THE PEOPLE. 

There are two classes cf persons who 
are to be considered when it is the 
Muestlon of the poet. First, the acad- 


lfemic set, who compare, analyze, direct 


t@ate. look for new things and meas- 

them with the old. The rising poet 
h now no fear of them; they are 
searching the heavens for a new con- 
stellation, and the small star that 
swims within their gaze is likely to be 
taken for what they seek. Second, the 
readers among the people who care for 
what expresses their feelings or touches 
their hearts, who recognize the © uni- 
versal truth at once, if it be expressed 
humanly and musically. And only the 
poet who expresses himself hunfanly 
and musically will live. The best of 
Milton lives, the best of Spencer and 
the best of Burns—and, to the glory of 
our people, Burns is growing more in 
their appreciation year by yeer— but 
only the human and the musical. The 
arid wastes of Spencer and Milton, 
which have academic value, are cav- 
jare to the general.“ 

There is talk of a new school of 
American poetry, represented prohably 
by Bliss Carman; but there is no new 
school. The best poetry has nothing 
to do with schools; it is the expression 
of a person or it is not poetry. When 
we speak of a SByronic school, we 
speak of Byron—and the ‘“schooi’’ 
merely represents imitation. The word 
“school” was invented for those mak- 
ers of text- books who label poets as if 
they were drugs in the little drawers 
of an apothecary’s shop. There is no 
new school of American poets. There 
are American poets. There are R. H. 
‘Stoddard and Aldrich and Gilder and 
James Whitcomb Riley and Edith 
Thomas, Stedman and Bliss Carman, 


Robert Johnson and Miss Guiney,

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Harrison Morris and John B. Tabb 
and Clinton Scollard and several oth- 
ers, but each one represents, not a 
school, but himself; but, when he sings 
best he sings of a thought, an emotion, 
a hope, an experience common to 
humanity at its best. 
WHAT OF THE FUTURE. 
To what school shall the American 


| poetry of the future belong? Shall there 


be an American Shakespeare? An 
American Dante? 

There will be no school, but there 
will be poets who shall influence other 
poets, as other poets influenced them. 
There will be no American Shake- 
Speare; we neither need nor desire an 
American Shakespeare. Shakespeare 
is enough for one world; but the poet 
we shall have will be a descendant of 
Shakespeare, for we cannot repudiate 
our literary ancestors, but he will be 
as greatly of his time as Shakespeare 
was of Elizabeth's. He will not a 
dramatist, but he will be a — 2 of 
fine songs. Today poetry seems to 
to have gone because so much of it is 
expressed in prose. It still exists; it is 
still loved; but it is being limited in its 
scope. The novel has taken the place 
of the lyric—‘‘Les Miserables” of Vic- 
out 2 sight the “Hen- 

* 0 0 re. great biograph 
of Abraham Lincoln, tiluminated 
genius, would have in it the spirit of 
the epic; it would be an epic in prose, 
replete with aspiration, with fortitude, 
with wisdom and with heroic suffering. 
Three hundred years ago thousands of 
recurrent rhymes would have been 
thought necessary to immortalize such 
a man and his time. And there would 
have been an invocation to the muse in 
the beginning; and Jupiter and Apollo 
and Diana and probably Achilles would 
dance interminable minuets in imita- 
tion of those of Racine, to the monot- 
onous beat of “dove” and “love,” “fer- 
ried” and “serried,”’ „tire“ and “fire,” 
“past” and last“ of the heroic versi- 
fier. Prose is better for us than this, 
though our great-grandfathers loved, 
above all, the polish of Pope and the 
smoothness of Dryden. Perhaps they 
read aloud more adequately than we 
do; perhaps they could recite Dryden 
and Pope and make unstilted music of 
them. Shakespeare knew better than 
to trust his gift of beauty to the keep- 
ing of rhyme. | 
e man who expresses 
truth which appeals to the heart is a 
poet when he expresses it musically. 
Music, with the poet, should not be all, 
as it is with Poe; but the poet of to- 
day must sing. Kipling sings. He 
probably never studied Lanier’s “Sci- 
ence of Verse: he did more: he ap- 
plied the essentials of that science and 
showed how the ear of the world may 
be caught when he cannot convince its 
mind or ite heart. 


FASHIONS THAT DO NOT LAST. 


ere have always been fashions in 
literature. To imagine that fashion 
makes fame is not to know the history 
of literature. Alexander Smith was 
once as much a poet in the fashion as 
Stephen Phillips is now. Before him, 
in the time of the loquacious Pepys, 
was the “peerless Orinda,” and it is in 
the memory of man when Martin F. 
Tupper passed for a philosopher. The 
poet who liver grows in the hearts of 
the people: he does not rise suddenly 
because he is exotic or violent cr 
merely new. And the people cling to 
the poet they love, who may not, for a 
time, be the poet of the academic set. 
Who with a reputation for culture 
would dare to say that he prefers “The 
Lost Chord” or “The Rainy Day” or 
“Break, Break. Break,” to the divine 
Omar? And yet Adelaide Procter’s 
verses and Longfellow’s verses and 
Tennyson's are poetry, and they are 
poetry that will live. It can give good 
reasons for its existence. Omar—the 
divine—had a predereseor whom one 
Was expected to- doe before Omar 
was given away with bottles of cologne 
and cakes of soap to aesthetic cooks. 
His name wae Charles Bandelaire. and 
he wrote “The Fowers cf Fir and 
he had a vogue—being of the same 
class—very much like that of Paul 
Verlaine. In the end the oninton of 
the competent critic and that of the 
people agree. When the critics threw 
out Tupper the people threw him 
out. but the more perceptive of the 
critics are te-innine to take Longfel- 
low back again. Because vou have 
grown weary of Schubert's Serenade“ 
and like the greater stimulus of the 
Meistersinger Prize Sons“ is the lat- 
ter bad? Tre vulgarity of the superfine 
critic is never so evident as when he 
rejects the beautiful thing because it 
is common. It is fault acainst 
plicity; and all faults against simplic- 
ity are the vulgarest of vulgar errors. 

WHY THE POETS WILL COME. 


The future of poetry in the United 
States is assured—for the American, 
who is more spiritual than he pretends 
to be, cannot live by bread alone—and 
when God or man speaks in his full- 
ness, he is a poet. In the future 
America the poet will be heard. Th 
United States are ceasing to be repre- 
sented by the plural verb; they are be- 
coming more and more the United 
States; and as one country, the na- 
tiona! pride must express itself, as in 
the Rome of Augustus it did, in one 
great song. We have Horaces, but we 
have no Virgil. Are we quite sure that 
we want an epic post, although some 
of the critics, when they are weary of 
demanding a great American novel— 
which the publisher# announce every 
week—cry out for him? 

The publishers tell us that books of 
poetry do not go into many editions. 
“Our poetry does not sell the mag- 
azines,“ a poet said not long ago. And 
yet poems ere read in every household 
and treasured in ‘“scrap-books” and 
copied with tears, But we can scarcely 
blame the public for not buying what 
it does not underst?nd, or for not car- 
ing for a book that in academic lines, 
written for the critical reader, tells us 
that there are purple shadows in the 
meadow grass, that love passes like 
the shiver of elm leaves, or that life is 
like a wreath of foam. There is no 
complaint from the publishers of the 
poems of James Whitcomb Riley: when 
he takes to the academic sonnet which 
— 28 only for the academy there 


GROWTH OF APPRECIATION. 

The value of a book of poems cannot 
be gauged by the number of its edi- 
tions; the worth of a poem ought not 
to be tested by universal suffrage, but 
by the appreciation of those who can 
appreciate. Still, a poet must have 
readers, or he is silent to all intents 
and pu And there must be a 
national interest in poetry or there 
cannot be a national poet. The inter- 
est exists; it will exist so long as hu- 
manity exists. Most of us, however, 
are satisfied with the older poets, be- 
cause the younger ones have not had 
much to say. The gods have had their 
twilight, too—for this busy race of ours 
had not much time to give to the gods: 
but this is changing, too. The Amer- 
ican is growing finer in his spiritual 
aspirations—and, with the strengthen- 
ing of belief in the unseen will come 
the desire to hear his special spiritual 
experience expressed by one who feels 
as strongly, but sings of deep feeling 
as he cannot sing. 

The time of the poet is at hand; the 
academic poet has already his academic 
admirers; each real poet has his circle, 
though few of us ever find a poet for

ourselves: we have not the leisure; he 
is discovered for us; the time of the 
poet with a heart, who will sing with 
sweetness and force, is at hand. And 
the people will know him and claim 
him for their own. And there will ie 
others like him, but differing as one 
soul differs from Another, and he will 
Some, and the rest will come, not 
called, but known and chosen when 
they do come, but for the present who 
can blame us for being satisfied with 
the great ones that have left us the 
precious legacy of their poems?

Rev. Aquilla 
Webb, pastor of the church, made the 
welcoming address, and he was fol- 
lowed by a short talk on “Our Young 
People in the Sunday-school” by Rev. 
J. R. Compton. 


people of the Christian Endeavor are 
the life of the Sunday-school, and for 
an example he related an instance 
which recently took place in his Sun- 
day-school, when two young ladies 
were converted by one of the Christian 
Endeavor teachers. He said that his 
Sunday-school is superintended by the 
Christian Endeavor Soctety. In con- 
clusion he urged all members of the 
society to work in the Sunday-school 
by use of God's word and for love of 
soul. 

The next speaker was Rev. Mr. 
Weaver, who spoke on “Our Young 
People in the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety.” He mentioned the hindrances 
of the young people’s work in the 
church before the organization of the 
Christian Endeavor societies, illustrat- 
ing the work from actual experiences. 
He spoke of the advent of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society in connection 
with the church work, especially em- 
phasizing the fact of the increased 
Bible study among the young people. 
The ability to present thoughts, to 
speak and pray in public and also the 
practical working of the societies 
through various committees was 
touched upon, and reference was made 
to the fact that the majority ot the 
young people in all churches are mem- 
bers of the Christian Endeavor Society. 

The next number on the programme 
was a well-rendered vocal solo by Mr. 
Martin of Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church. 

Rev. Horace F. Day, assistant pastor 
of the First Congregational Church, 
was the next speaker. His subject was 
“Our Young People in the Church.” 
“The test of a thing.“ 
shown by how it stands a strain at 
the weakest point. The most difficult 
points to sustain in church work are 
the work of personal invitation, the 
midweek service and the Sunday-even- 
ing services. The young people's socie- 
ties tested in this way reveal the loy- 
alty which is characteristic in our own 
society in the First Congregational 
Church. I have kept a record for sev- 
eral months of the attendance of the 
Christian Endeavor members at these 
meetings, and the average attendance 
shows that almost one-half of the to- 
tal membership is made up of Chris- 
tian Endeavorers, and about 25 per 
cent. of the young le on the aver- 
age are in the midweek service. When 
these averages are compared with the 
attendance and the percentage of the 
total church membership, one realizes 
why the pastor finds in the society the 
hope of the future. The Christian En- 
deavor Society has more or less suc- 
ceeded in setting the church a new 
standard of organization in giving to 
every one his work.”

Church, was the next speaker. She 
talked briefly on the subject, “Our 


Young People and the Evening Serv- 
lee.“ The one obligation she set forth 
was the duty the young people owe to 
the church—that of attending the even- 
ing services themselves. She said 
that this service is a training school 
for larger and broader work in the 
church, and that she boped that they 
would realize how important their 
presence is in helping the pastor by be- 
ing present themselves and by bring- 
ing others.

RAILROADS AND THE PEOPLE. 

It is said that several members 
of the City Council are seriously con- 
sidering a proposition for the inser- 
tion of certain clauses in street-car 
franchises that may hereafter be 
granted, which would result in secur- 
ing for the public some slight return 
for the valuable privileges handed 
over to these corporations. The Coun- 
cilmen have been led to consider this 


part of the city. 
of putting up  street-railway fran- 


cessions which they receive, that it 
would be a good idea to insert in th 
franchises certain conditions, such, for 


compensation for the valuable rights 
which are granted. The simplest and 
fairest method would be for the com- 
panies to pay a certain small percent- 
age of their gross receipts to the city 
during the life of the franchise. This 
percentage might begin with little or 
nothing, and increase until the max- 
imum is reached. In this manner no 
hardship would be worked in cases 
where a street railroad taps new and 
thinly-settled territory. It is, how- 
ever, of little use to discuss this sub- 
ject just now. If the voters of Cali- 
fornia will only send the right kind of 
men to Sacramento next time, it w 
be possible to secure a law wh 
will make such conditions possible. 
Whether they will do so remains to 
‘be seen. It must be admitted that, 
hitherto, California voters nave not 
displayed much judgment in their se- 
lection of men to make laws for them. 
Meantime, not content with obtain- 
ing valuable privileges for nothing, or 
next to nothing, and then charging 
“all the traffic will bear,” the railroad 
corporations are too frequently in- 
clined to display such a contempt of 
the public interest and of nunlic au- 
thority as was aptly summarizei in 
Vanderbilt's much-quoted'§§ saying: 
“The public be damned!” It really 
looks, sometimes, as if these corpora- 
tions had assumed the position that 
they are above all law. It cannot 
certainly be that they do not know 
the law. for most of them maintain at 
great expense “law departments,” the 
chief object of which is to do dip- 
lomatic work with State Legislatures 


and City Councils, and to persuade

The defense in the Furrey libel trial 
is done. The Committee of Safety's 
case has gone into evidence. Just 


ernoon Attorney Harris announced 
that the defense would probably call 
no more witnesses and informed the 
plaintiff that witnesses might well be 
on hand this morning to begin the re- 
buttal, which will probably consume 
the greater part of two days. Al- 
ready has the trial lasted eleven days. 

The entire investigation yesterday 
had to do with the market prices of 
plumbing and heating supplies cur- 
rent in 1893 and 1894. One witness tor 
the defense stated that the charges 
of the Furrey company had undoubt- 
edly been grossly excessive, in re- 
buttal of which testimony a witness 
for the plaintiff quoted prices that 
made the Furrey figures look very 
reasonable. 

Maybe the Furrey company lost 
money. But it doesn’t seem likely to 
the Committee of Safety. 

The first. witness of the day was 
John Blumve, for twenty years fore- 
man of the plumbing department of 
the Furrey company's establishment, 
but now in business for himself and 
employing over thirty men. He was 
a witness for Maj. Furrey. He said 
he personally superintended the 
plumbing work done on the school- 
houses of this city in 1893-4, and he 
knew the quality of the supplies that 
had been furnished. Everything was 
the best. He emphasized that as the 
reason why the Furrey company’s 
bills were so high, and added that a 
recent ordinance of that time had re- 
quired more modern and expensive 
methods in the fitting work. 

“Did you ever understand or know 
that there was any collusion between 
Mai. Furrey, or any member of the 
Furrey company, and anybody on the 
Roara of Education, by which higher 
prices were to be charged to the 
school board than to any other cus- 
tomer?” was one the sienificant 

uestions put to the witness.

“T had no 
special instructions as to prices.” 

The defense offered to show that 
Blumve’s quotations were from 100 to 
200 per cent. more than the cost of the 
goods, t for technical reasors§ the 
court id not allow it. He was 
also asked by the defense if the work 
of installing certain closets in the 
Griffen-avenue school, for which the 
Furrey company had charged $480, 
had actually cost no more than $271, 
but he did not get a chance to answer. 

The following is a fair sample of 
his figures: Four-inch bend, .$1, as 
against the Furrey company’s charce 
of 65 cents: standard 4-inch bend, 75 
cents, company, cents; inch so 
pipe, $2.30, company, $2.10. On certain 
articles, however, the company had 
charged the higher price, but they 
were very few.

ENLARGED COURTHOUSE. 
ANOTHER STORY PROPOSED. * 
The Board of Supervisors is discuss- 
ing a novel plan of enlarging the 

Courthouse by adding another story. 

The plan, however, is only of recent 
inception, and the details of it are stil 
to be worked out, but the matter is 
receiving the whole attention of some of 
the members ofthe board. They feel 
that the big building as it now stands is 
too small to meet the demands of 
county business, and that something 
must be done, and done within a year. 
At the present time there is not an un- 
occupied room in the building. and when 
the grand jury convenes in December. 
apariments outside of the Courthouse 
will have to be provided. The only 
th'ng that can obviate this step will be 
to ineo e the large rotunda on the east 
side of the building, just below the Su- 
pervisors’ chambers, and assign this 
space to the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners, and again give the grand jury 
its old quarters on the fourth floor. 

But such an arrangement could only 
afford a temporary relief at best. 

The county is in need of a Hall of 
Records. So crowded are the offices 
of the County Clerk and the Recorder 
that they must within a short time 
be given enlarged quarters in which 
to store in safety the ever-increasing 
volume of files and official papers, But 
the present building is not fireproof, 
and was never designed as a hall of 
records. As it stands now, it has a 
basement that might stand the test of 
fire, but its roof structure is all of 
wood, covered with sheet iron.

New Concern Aims to Do Away With 
an Old Road—Decrease in City Tax 
Valuation—Judgeship Muddle May Be 
Appealed by Campbell. 


SAN BERNARDINO. Aug. 2-—[{From 
The Times Correspondent.] It is prob- 
able that the cid E-street car line will 
soon give place to an electric road. 
Articles of incorporation were filed 
yesterday by the San Bernardino 
Power Company, which is capitalize1 
at $300,000, of which $2500 has Ween 
subscribed by the following, who ‘con- 
stitute the board of directors: H. E.

8. Draper and Seth Marshall. The 
stockholders declare that an electric 
road will be in operation on E street, 
from Third street to the north city 
limits, before the Traction company 
has its proposed line running on D 
street. The new company purposes to 
do other things besides building and 
operating an electric road. According 
to the articles of incorporation, it in- 
tends to generate power for lighting, 
heating and manufacturing purposes, 
to deal in real estate and water rights, 
to construct and maintain water 
ditches and reservoirs, and to engage 
in any business appurtenant thereto. 


CITY ASSESSMENT.

HIGH SCHOOL CONTRACT. 
The contract for the building of the 
High School was awarded last even- 
ing to F. O. Engstrum for $54,000.

SOIL-MAP SURVEY. 

OXNARD, August 21.—{From The 
Times Resident Correspondent.] An 
important work for the farmers of this 
district is carried on by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
under the direction of J. G. Holmes, 
assisted by L. Messner. These young 
men are attached to the bureau of 
soils at the department headquarters 
in Washington, and are engaged in 
making a survey for a soil map, to 
aid the farmers in handling lands that 
carry deleterious salts, so as to make 
them productive. This is a problem 
that confronts farmers everywhere in 


the West. The present work fs pre- 


liminary to a closer and more scien- 
tile research to be made later. 

The department has been giving 
special attention to sugar beet locali- 
ties. A survey has already been made 
in the Salinas Valley, where is located 
the big Spreckels plant, and is now 
being made of the Santa Clara Valley. 
Wherever alkali is present they bore 
down about six feet, and make tests 
of each foot of soil. The tests are 
made by an electrical process which 
determines the quantity and nature 
of the salts. In addition samples are 
sent to the laboratory of the depart- 
ment in Washington, D. C., where a 
more careful analysis is made to de- 
termine the character of the soil. 

The department also expects to test 
the effects of darinage in the reclama- 
tion of soil by carrying away the sats. 
The department made tests of the soil 
on the Patterson ranch before the lat- 
ter put in its extensive drainage sys- 
tem, and will now test again to find 
the results of drainage in reducing 
the alkalinity. 

Mr. Holmes, and his assistant, have 
been at work in the county since June, 
covering the fand in the vicinity of 
Ventura, and up the Ojai Valley. They 
are now at work in this section and 
expect to remain until October.

Los Angeles Bride, Mrs. Chester, 


Dead in a Lonely Island Canyon, | 


and Husband Nearly Crazed. 


Resident Correspondent.] A young 

bride dead in a lonely cafion, out 
under the pitiless blue sky and the 
blazing summer sun; a husband, well- 
nigh crazed by hunger ond thirst and 
the horrors of the ordeal through which 
he had passed—that is the story that 
comes from the Isthmus and furnishes 
one of the saddest chapters in the his- 
tory of Santa Catalina Island. 

About two months ago a young Los 
Angeles couple, C. Chester and wife, 
said to be spending their honeymoon, 
came here and pitched their tent. Not 
caring for company such as the ever- 
moving throngs afford, they went to 
the Isthmus the first of this week and 
established themselves in one of the 
Swanfeldt camps. They seemed fond of 
walking and had once walked to How- 
lands, three miles away, where the 
well and pumping station which sup- 
ply the Isthmus with water are located. 

THE LAST WALK. 

Early Wednesday morning the couple 
started again, but no one observed 
which direction they took. Evidently 
they carried no water nor lunch, as 
they had applied for neither. When 
night came and they had not returned 
the management of the camp became 
anxious for their safety, but not know- 
ing which way they had gone, nothing 
could be done at that time.

He had remained with her until 
death came and then started for camp, 
but was so bewildered that he did not 
xnow which way to go and had wan- 
Jered about all through the long, dark 
hours, unable to find the corpse he had 
left or the ald he sought, and had at 
last come out on the hill, where he 
was seen. He could not tell in what 
Urection the cafion was, and was so 
evidently demented that no one knew 
whether to give credence to his story. 


SEARCHERS START OUT. 
The party of rescuers made what 
search they could of the cafions about 


there, but were unable to discover any 
traces of the woman, and at 2 o'clock 
came home. Arriving here shortly 
after daylight. Frank Cochran was 
aroused and he soon gathered a crowd 
of a dozen or more, headed by John 
Cline, and went up on the Linda to 
make at search for the woman. 

At 2 p.m. as the Linda had not re- 
turned, the Ramona was dispatched to 
the scene with another band of twelve 
or fifteen volunteers to continue the 
search until the fate of the woman is 
definitely known.

No Liquors are Yet Sold Publicly, but 
Gambling in All Shapes Flourishes— 
Business Houses, Newspapers, and a 
Railroad. |

FORT SILL (Okla.) Aug. 2.—A town 
of 10,000 people, to be known as Law- 
tan, has grown up just outside the fort 
limits, within a night. Following the 
close of the land lottery at El Reno, 
thousands of home seekers who drew 
blanks, started for the three points 
picked out by the Federal government 
for town sites in the country, namely, 
Anadarko, Hobart and Lawton. A 
majority of the people favored Law- 
ton, which is twenty-five miles inland, 
and tonight thousands camped in and 
ebout the proposed site awaiting the 
sale of lots on August 6. 

Already Lawton has 400 temporary 
business houses, including a grocery 
firm and a newspaper and three 
streets have been laid out. A national 
bank has been projected. Everyform of 
gambling known on the frontier is be- 
ing run wide open, side by side with 
fake shéws of various descriptions, 
and near the scenes Comanche Indians 
have pitched their tents. 

Indians await their last pay- 
ment, $120,000 in the aggregate, which 
is due them under the old contract. 
Hundreds of persons have procured 
government licenses to sell liquors, but 
it will take two weeks of routine in 
following out the laws of the tribe be- 
fore they can open their places. In 
the meantime, Lawton will be dry. 

The Chicago, Rock’ Island and Pa- 
cific Railroad is pushing the construc< 
tion on its extension into Lawton and 
expects to have passenger and freight 
‘rains running into the town by Sep- 
tember. 

The Republicans held a mass meet- 
ing last night and decided to run a 
municipal ticket and the Democrats 
are active. The two most valuable 
elaims in the new country adjoin Law- 
ton, and Woods and Miss Hattie Beals,
